When the Plant is Increased 
in Capacity it 


Should

Returns, 
It has been 
liilly demonstrated 
that tho leaching 
process for 
tho 
ores of tho Lone Star district is a 
success. 
This has been proven by 
Mr. Williams at tho 
little 
leachor 
located across the river. 
Between 
600 and GOO tons of oro has 
been 
taken 
out of tho 
old Horse Shoe 
mino and has 
been 
given 
a thor- 
ough test 
and it 
averages 
5 per 
cent copper with small 
values of 
both gold and silver. 
Millions of tons of leaching 
are 
not lower 
than 
5 per cent in cop- 
per can bo mined in the Lono Star 
district and tho mining and haul 
ing to tho leachor can bo dono at a 
minimum cost, 
thereby 
giving to 
tho operators 
of both 
mines and 
lcacher handsome 
profits. 
But 
not much 
can 
bo dono 
with tho 
presentlcachor; it is too small. 
At 
ieast 
a 
25-to- n 
plant 
should 
bo 
erected; a 
50-to- n 
would 
bo bettor. 
This would stimulate

board recommends some very radi- 
cal and

changes in the 
uniforms ot both 
ollicers and 
men

No longer 
can 
the 
American 
army bo termed "tho boys i.n blue." 
In the futuro thoy must 
be called 
"the men in greon," for tho famous 
and characteristic 
blue field uni 
forms, if the recommendations 
of 
the board aro adopted, will be dono 
away with except for occasions 
of 
ot semidre.ss. 
For a field 
uniform 
tho board has designed a suit 
of a 
khaki 
green color 
not 
by .any 
means piesenting 
a 
beautiful 
ap- 
pearance, but considered 
by army 
officers as 
most 
serviceable. 
In 
tho summer and 
for hot 
climates 
this uniform 
will 
bo 
of 
light 
weight, 
and 
in 
tho 
winter 
and 
cold climates of heavy material. 
Tho long blue overcoat worn for 
so many years by both officers and 
meu 
will 
bo cast aside with the 
blue suits into tbo remnant 
pilo, 
and a long overcoat 
of the 
same 
brownish-giee- 
n 
color will 
be (su- 
bstituted. 
In tho expert opinion of tho off- 
icers who constituted 
the uniform 
board, tho new color adopted 
will 
bo most difficult for any enem' 
to 
see on 
tho 
field 
of 
battle. 
Its 
wearing qualities aio also superior 
to tho bluo 
uniforms 
which 
havo 
so loug characterized the American 
army. 
Many 
changes are 
also recom- 
mended by the boJ0 for full dress 
uniforms.

decision in tho United States cir 
cuit court, Los Angeles, a decision 
in favor of John W. Mackay 
in a 
suit 
for 
the possession of water- 
bearing lands involving the opera- 
tion of the 
Gold Ecef mino, Gra 
ham 
county, Arizona. 
Thomas 
R. Gabel ot al. are defendants, 
al- 
leging to have purchased tho prop- 
erty from W. Payne. 
Tho 
plaintiff, Mackay, 
alleges 
that Payne, when he purchased the 
lands in question, 
was 
in his 
em- 
ploy as superintendent of the Gold 
Beef 
mine, 
and 
purchased 
the 
land 
for 
his 
employer, 
holding 
mem only 
in trust. 
i'ayno 
vio- 
lated his 
trust, it is claimed, 
by 
selling tho lands on April n, 1901, 
to tho parties 
now in possession, 
and named as defendants 
in 
the 
complaint. 
A peculiar fact ib that tho con 
sideration 
of 
the 
propertj', 
as 
stated by the defendants, was 
610 
andfvaluablo 
services. 
The court 
decided that if this statement 
be 
true, "it is enough to raise an 
lrre-sistab- 
inference of fraud iu con- 
veyance."

tenable. 
If any ono in congress is
